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STATUTS 


de la Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN) 


Art. 1. Objet. La Commission internationale de numismatique (CIN), affiliée 
au Comité international des sciences historiques, a pour mission de faciliter la 
coopération entre chercheurs et institutions dans le domaine de la numismati- 
que et des sciences qui s'y rapportent. 


Art. 2. Membres. Les organismes suivants peuvent devenir membres de la 
CIN: 


a. les collections numismatiques publiques, 

b. les organisations, institutions et sociétés numismatiques sans caractére 
commercial (locales, nationales et internationales), 

c. les Monnaies nationales. 


Les membres sont admis par le Bureau et doivent payer la cotisation an- 
nuelle fixée par le Bureau. Tout manquement au paiement entraine l'annula- 
tion de l'adhésion. 


Art. 3. Membres honoraires. Lors de ses réunions et sur proposition du 
Bureau, la CIN peut élire des personnalités comme membres honoraires. Les 
membres honoraires ne paient pas de cotisation annuelle mais ont les mémes 
droits que les membres ordinaires. 


Art. 4. Assemblées. La CIN doit tenir une assemblée générale lors des con- 
grés internationaux de numismatique qui, en principe, ont lieu tous les six ans. 
Si aucun congrès international de numismatique n'a lieu dans un délai de sept 
ans après le dernier congrès, une assemblée sera obligatoirement convoquée sur 
décision du Bureau. Tout membre ordinaire peut désigner un délégué à l'as- 
semblée générale. Un délégué ne peut représenter plus de trois membres ordi- 
naires. Les membres honoraires ne votent qu'en personne. 


Art. 5. Bureau. Le Bureau de la CIN est composé de neuf membres. Les 
membres du Bureau sont élus lors de l'assemblée générale. Leur fonction 
prend fin à l'assemblée générale suivante: ils ne peuvent étre réélus qu'une 
fois. Le Bureau se réunit au moins une fois par an; il s'organise lui-même, 
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c'est-à-dire qu'il élit son président et répartit les autres charges. En cas de 
mort ou de démission d'un membre, le Bureau a le droit de coopter un rempla- 
cant jusqu'à l'assemblée générale. 


Art. 6. Charges. Les membres du Bureau sont le président, deux vice-prési- 
dents, le secrétaire, le trésorier. Ceux-ci sont élus immédiatement après l’élec- 
tion du Bureau et exercent leur charge selon les vœux du Bureau. 


Art. 7. Fonctions du Bureau. 
a. Admettre de nouveaux membres dans la CIN, 
b. recueillir et communiquer des informations aux membres, 


c. patronner des conférences et des publications numismatiques de caractère 
international, 


d. assurer, si possible, sa place à la numismatique dans les congrès des discipli- 
nes apparentées, 


e. préparer les congrès internationaux de numismatique, 

f. discuter et approuver le budget annuel proposé par le trésorier, 
g. publier un rapport annuel dans le Compte-rendu, 

h 


. fixer la cotisation annuelle. 


Art. 8. Finances. Les dépenses d'administration et de publication sont cou- 
vertes par les subventions du CISH et de l'UNESCO, les cotisations annuelles, 
les dons et les legs. 


Art. 9. Siège. Le siège de la CIN se trouve au bureau du président. 


Art. 10. Modifications des statuts. Toute modification des statuts doit être 
approuvée à la majorité des deux tiers des votes exprimés à l’assemblée géné- 
rale. Toute proposition de modification doit être signifiée aux membres, par 
écrit, au moins un mois avant l’assemblée. 


Art. 11. Dissolution. La CIN peut être dissoute par la majorité des deux 
tiers des votes exprimés à l'assemblée générale. En cas de dissolution, les actifs 
de la CIN seront transférés au Comité international des sciences historiques. 


Translation 
CONSTITUTION 
of the International Numismatic Commission (INC) 


Art. 1. Purpose. The purpose of the INC, affiliated to the International 
Committee of Historical Sciences, is to facilitate cooperation between scholars 
and between institutions in the field of numismatics and related disciplines. 


Art. 2. Membership. The following organisations may become members of 
the INC: 


a. Public numismatic collections 


b. Non-commercial numismatic organisations, institutions and societies (local, 
national and international) 


c. National mints. 


Members shall be admitted by the Council and shall pay an annual subscrip- 
tion determined by the Council. Failure to pay the subscription shall termi- 
nate membership. 


Art. 3. Honorary members. The INC can elect individuals as honorary 
members at its Meetings on proposal of the Council. Honorary members do not 
pay the annual subscription but have the same rights as ordinary members. 


Art. 4. Meetings. The INC must hold a General Meeting at each Internatio- 
nal Congress of Numismatics which in principle should take place every six 
years. If there is no International Congress of Numismatics within seven years 
after the last congress, a Meeting must be organized on a different occasion to 
be fixed by the Council. Each ordinary member may designate one voting 
delegate to the General Meeting. A delegate may not represent more than 
three ordinary members. Honorary members may vote only in person. 


Art. 5. Council. The Council of the INC consists of nine members. The 
Council members shall be elected at the General Meeting. Their term ends at 
the next General Meeting; they can be re-elected only once. The Council shall 
meet at least annually. The Council constitutes itself, i.e. it elects the Presi- 


dent and distributes other offices. In the event of death or resignation of a 
member, the Council shall have the right to coopt a replacement until the 
General Meeting. 


Art. 6. Officers. The officers of the INC shall be the President, two Vice- 
Presidents, the Secretary, the Treasurer. These officers shall be elected imme- 
diately after the election of the Council and shall serve at the pleasure of the 
Council. 


Art. 7. Duties of the Council. 
a. to admit new members of the INC 
b. to collect and forward information to members 


c. to extend patronage to international numismatic publications and conferen- 
ces 


d. to ensure that numismatics are represented where possible at congresses on 
related fields 


e. to arrange the International Congresses of Numismatics 


f. to discuss and approve an annual budget proposed by the Treasurer 
g. to publish an annual report in the Compte Rendu 
h. to fix the annual subscription. 


Art. 8. Finance. The expenses of administration and publications are cov- 
ered by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by annual subscriptions and by gifts 
and legacies. 


Art. 9. Seat. The seat of the INC is the office of the President. 


Art. 10. Change of constitution. The constitution may be changed by a two 
thirds majority of the votes cast at the General Meeting. Notice of proposed 
changes must be given to the members in writing at least one month prior to 
the Meeting. 


Art. 11. Dissolution of the INC. The INC may be dissolved by a majority of 
two thirds of the votes cast at the General Meeting. In case of dissolution, the 
assets of the INC shall be transferred to the International Committee of Histo- 
rical Sciences. 
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MEETING OF THE COUNCIL 


Warsaw and Cracow, 14-17 April 1994 


On the occasion of the meeting two members of the Council gave the following 
public lectures :

1. Adoption of the minutes of the meeting of the Council in Madrid, May 21-24th 
1993 


The minutes, printed in the Compte rendu 40, 1993, pp.9-23 were adopted 
unanimously. 


2. Report by the President 
Chers collègues 


Au cours des onze mois écoulés depuis notre réunion de Madrid, l'essentiel de 
notre activité (la mienne et celle des membres du Bureau) a été consacrée aux 
chapitres prévus dans nos statuts art. 7a, b et e, sans oublier les 7c, f et g, dont 
je laisserai le Secrétaire et le trésorier vous informer ci-après. 

Je traiterai donc de ces points dans l'ordre: 

a) « Admettre de nouveaux membres dans la CIN ». 

Nous avons reçu les candidatures et admis les nouveaux membres suivants : 
The Etruscan Foundation, États-Unis, Inventaire des trouvailles monétaires 
suisses patronné par l’Académie suisse des sciences humaines et Das ‘Griechi- 
sche Münzwerk’ der Berlin-Brandenburgischen Akademie. 

Notre effort de ‘recrutement’ doit se poursuivre car de nouvelles adhésions 
ne signifient pas toujours hélas une augmentation nette mais un renouvelle- 
ment compensant les démissions ou abandons, voulus ou non. 
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b) « Recueillir et communiquer des informations aux membres ». 
L” International Numismatic Newsletter 23, datée de l’automne 1993 et dont 
j avais préparé le manuscrit début novembre, a été mise en page, fabriquée et 
expédiée de Milan au début de janvier 1994. J'espère qu'elle est parvenue 
aujourd'hui même à ses destinataires hors d'Europe et que ceux-ci auront com- 
pris les raisons - essentiellement financières - qui nous empêchent d’assurer une 
expédition prioritaire ou par voie aérienne, raisons que E.A. Arslan a exposées 
en détail dans notre éditorial. La Newsletter 24 est en cours d'élaboration : je 
soumets au Bureau copie du manuscrit pour corrections et suggestions ou com- 
pléments. Outre les habituelles rubriques, il serait bon d’y introduire de courts 
articles d'intérêt général avec des informations récentes; à titre d'exemple, 
voici celui que j'ai demandé à M. Osmund Bopearachchi sur les importants 
trésors de monnaies gréco-bactriennes récemment trouvés en Afghanistan et au 
Pakistan, notamment en des lieux aux noms déjà célèbres comme Mir Zakah 
ou Ai Khanoum. D'une manière générale il serait bon que les membres du 
Bureau ou les membres de la Commission suscitent l’arrivée de ce genre 
d'informations ou de toute autre entre les mains des éditeurs de la Newsletter. 

Comme vous le savez, E.A. Arslan et moi-méme avons pris la charge de la 
Newsletter, depuis le no.17, paru en avril 1990, et quitterons le Bureau en 1997. 
Il serait donc bon de réfléchir dés maintenant à la manière d'assurer la transi- 
tion avec l'équipe qui prendra notre relève. 

Je me réjouis de la création de la ‘lettre d'information sœur’ Coins and 
Computers Newsletter, éditée par K. Jonsson et W.E. Metcalf, dont deux 
numéros ont déjà été distribués. Ils nous en parleront plus en détail; je les 
remercie au nom de la CIN pour cette initiative du Comité pour l'informatique 
dont ils ont la responsabilité. 

c) « Préparer les Congrés internationaux de numismatique ». 

Avant d'aborder la préparation du Congrés de Berlin, un mot de celui de 
Bruxelles qui vient de connaitre son achévement, voire son couronnement, 
avec la publication des Actes à laquelle nous avions accordé une subvention de 
10 000 FS versée en mars 1993. Ces Actes, entièrement mis en page à l'Univer- 
sité de Louvain par l'équipe dirigée par le Professeur Tony Hackens et Mlle 
Ghislaine Moucharte, équipe dont il faut saluer l'énergie et le dévouement, 
forment 4 volumes de 1600 pages au total abondamment illustrés dont le prix 
de vente malgré tous ces efforts reste hélas élevé (12000 FB soit 1920 FF ou 
SOU ES env. y. 

La préparation du Congrès de Berlin avance parfois trop lentement à nos 
yeux mais espérons que la suite ne fera pas mentir le proverbe italien chi va 
piano... Nous nous sommes rendus, P.R. Franke et moi, à la première réunion 
du comité d'organisation qui s'est tenue au Münzkabinett les 3 et 4 novembre 
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1993. P.R. Franke vous fera tout à l'heure un rapport détaillé sur les grandes 
lignes de l’organisation et sur le projet de budget présenté par la firme spéciali- 
sée CPO Hanser Service. Ce projet a d’ailleurs été modifié pour tenir compte de 
nos observations. Le Professeur Kluge, moins convaincu que nous des vertus de 
la concurrence, ne croit pas qu’on puisse trouver moins cher pour les mêmes 
services et la même efficacité et demande donc notre accord sur les grandes 
lignes de ce budget d’un montant de 314 000 DM. 

Quant à la mise en route du Survey nous sommes enfin au bout de nos peines 
ou plutôt à la véritable mise en route. Après discussion de nos propositions de 
Madrid à la réunion de Berlin et mise au point par le Professeur Kluge, voici les 
instructions qui vont être envoyées aux auteurs par les soins des éditeurs res- 
pectifs, dont Andrew Burnett au nom de l’équipe que nous avons constituée 
pour l'Antiquité (E.A. Arslan, A. Burnett, P.R. Franke, W.E. Metcalf), et moi- 
méme pour la partie Méthodes et techniques. Les éditeurs prévus par ailleurs 
sont pour le Moyen Age et les Temps modernes, le Professeur Kluge (le Profes- 
seur Klüßendorf dont la collaboration avait été envisagée, n'est pas disponi- 
ble); pour la médaille, W. Steguweit s'est adjoint le Dr. Hermann Maué 
(Nuremberg); pour la numismatique orientale, le Dr Lutz Ilisch. 

Le concours pour une Médaille/logo de la Commission Internationale de 
Numismatique : 

Ce concours a été organisé dans le cadre de la FIDEM a l’instigation de notre 
Vice-Président, Ermanno A. Arslan et de la Secrétaire générale de la FIDEM, 
Mme Mariangela Johnson. L'appel d'offres, dont la mise au point avait un peu 
souffert des délais de concertation nécessaire entre les membres du Bureau, est 
parti de Milan dans les premiers jours de janvier 1994. La promesse d'un envoi 
par voie aérienne dans les pays non-européens faite par l'administration mila- 
naise à E.A. Arslan, n'a malheureusement pas été tenue, sans qu'il en soit 
informé et de ce fait, dans plusieurs pays étrangers, principalement aux États- 
Unis, l'annonce est arrivée trop tard, trop peu de temps avant la date limite du 
ler mars 1994. La CIN le déplore vivement et présente aux membres de la 
FIDEM concernés ses excuses pour des circonstances indépendantes de sa 
volonté. 

Malgré la relative brièveté du délai, notre concours a suscité presque autant 
de projets que celui lancé par l'Académie suédoise des sciences dans le méme 
cadre et annoncé deux ans auparavant lors du Congrès de la FIDEM tenu à 
Londres en 1992. Le concours de la CIN a rassemblé en effet 40 dessins éma- 
nant de 28 artistes originaires de dix pays différents: Hongrie, 8; Italie, 7: 
Grande-Bretagne, 3; Portugal, 2; Pologne, 2; Allemagne, Belgique, France, 
Israél, Russie et Suéde, 1. 

Le règlement demandait de symboliser le domaine d'activité de la CIN et 
son but, la coopération internationale pour la promotion de la numismatique. 
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Ce theme a été traité de façons diverses qui peuvent se résumer en trois ten- 
dances principales. La première, et la plus fréquente, consistait à illustrer la 
numismatique par une disposition, géométrique ou non, de monnaies diverses, 
que certains artistes allèrent jusqu’à représenter en orbites autour de la Terre 
ou au contraire thésaurisées dans un vase. La seconde, la plus rare, insistait sur 
l'activité du numismate par diverses variations sur l'oeil et la loupe. Enfin, 
beaucoup d'artistes préférèrent se concentrer sur le thème de la coopération 
internationale symbolisée souvent par une main ou par le globe terrestre. 

C'est cette derniére représentation, telle qu'elle a été traitée par l'artiste 
israélien Natan Karp, que le jury (composé, pour la CIN, de Mme C. Morrisson, 
Président, M. E.A. Arslan et R. Weiller, Vice-Présidents, Dr A. Burnett, Secré- 
taire, pour la FIDEM, de M. Lars Lagerqvist, Président, Mme Ewa Olszewska- 
Borys et Mr Mark Jones, Vice-Présidents, Mme Mariangela Johnson, Secrétaire 
et enfin de Mme Viktória Kovásznai, Directrice de la Galerie Nationale Hon- 
groise) a choisi de classer en premier à une trés large majorité. Nous devons 
nous fier à ce choix auquel il a été procédé démocratiquement (chacun ayant 
classé dans l'ordre ceux qu'il jugeait les trois meilleurs dessins) sans concerta- 
tion préalable. De gustibus non est disputandum - en tout cas pas dans ce rap- 
port. On pourra regretter que la numismatique n'entre que par la légende dans 
le projet de M. Karp mais il faut lui reconnaitre le mérite d'une grande clarté 
graphique et de l'universalité du symbole puisque, rappelons-le, le réglement 
demandait en effet qu'on évite 'de se référer à une période ou une civilisation 
particulière’. De plus, par une nouvelle brimade de nos collègues d'outre-Atlan- 
tique, l'Amérique ne figure pas sur la partie du globe représentée au droit de la 
médaille et par conséquent sur le logo. Mais il sera aisé de demander au graveur 
de modifier son dessin pour remédier à cet inconvénient (cf. p. 3). 

Nous disposerons donc bientót d'un logo et pourrons en fonction de celui-ci 
réfléchir à une nouvelle présentation du Compte rendu et à une version impri- 
mée d'un prospectus de la CIN. 

Quant à la médaille, M. Karp en a proposé deux versions : une forme normale 
'statique' et une forme dite 'dynamique' dans laquelle le globe à trois dimen- 
sions est inséré dans une cavité ronde faisant partie du type et dans laquelle on 
peut le faire tourner. Cette forme ‘dynamique’ exprime selon lui "l'essence 
internationale de la CIN' tandis que la figure d'Atlas au revers devrait symbo- 
liser ‘la puissance globale de la CIN'. Je lui laisse la responsabilité de cette 
derniére formulation... 

Le Bureau pourra étudier avec la maison Johnson la réalisation de cette 
médaille sous sa forme ‘statique’ ou ‘dynamique’; ce point sera à l'ordre du 
jour de notre réunion à Nicosie (Chypre) en 1995. Une exposition de l'ensemble 
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des dessins recus pourrait d’ailleurs ètre organisée à cette occasion. 
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Par ailleurs, le jury avait également classé largement en tête deux autres 
projets, tous deux l'oeuvre d'artistes polonais: celui, essentiellement graphi- 
que, de M. Wojciech Kala et celui de M. Jerzy Stuka dans lequel la coopération 
était symbolisée par une variation sur le thème des cinqu doigts de la main 
enserrant le globe. Ces deux projets ont reçu une mention spéciale. 

Les trois projets qui viennent d’être mentionnés étaient exposés à Budapest 
dans la salle de la Galerie nationale hongroise où s'est déroulée l'Assemblée 
générale de la FIDEM. Lors du banquet de clôture du Congrès, j'ai pris la 
parole après la représentante de l'Académie suédoise des Sciences pour déclarer 
les résultats de notre concours et les commenter brièvement en remerciant 
naturellement la FIDEM pour son aide. 

En effet la contribution de la FIDEM a été essentielle pour l’organisation de 
ce concours, en lui apportant une diffusion internationale et le professionalisme 
de ses membres. Sur quel thème en outre pouvait mieux s'exercer la coopéra- 
tion entre nos institutions-sceurs, toutes deux vouées à la promotion de l'étude, 
de la conservation ou de la création des monnaies et des médailles, ces objets 
dont le destin est lié et se confond même parfois depuis des siècles ? 

La Bank al-Maghrib nous a demandé, comme cela avait été convenu avec le 
Président Kolbjorn Skaare à Bruxelles, de contribuer à l’organisation d'un 
symposium inter-congrès au Maroc à l’automne 1994 ou au printemps 1995 sur 
le thème ‘le Maghreb dans l’économie méditerranéenne : monnaie et échanges 
commerciaux (‘Maghreb in the Mediterranean economy : trade and coinage'). 
J'ai transmis en décembre à M. Lallaoui les suggestions des membres du 
Bureau concernant les communications et leurs auteurs possibles. Le 25 jan- 
vier, M. Lallaoui m'en a accusé réception en précisant que ‘le choix des com- 
munications sera examiné en temps utile par un comité ad hoc’ dont il ne 
précisait pas la composition, je n'ai pas encore recu de réponse á une demande 
d'informations supplémentaires, méme provisoires, que je lui ai adressée le 4 
avril. 

La création au sein de l'ICOM d'un Comité international des Musées numis- 
matiques (ICOMON) dont M. Rafael Feria nous avait longuement entretenu á 
Madrid, n'est pas encore faite. Le Congrés des Musées monétaires que M. Feria 
se proposait d'organiser á Madrid en juin 1994 a été ajourné pour des raisons 
financières. Mais une réunion de constitution de ce Comité (ICOMON) se tien- 
dra à Londres à la Bank of England le 21 mai 1994 à l’occasion du colloque 
organisé par le British Museum pour célébrer le 300e anniversaire de la banque 
d'Angleterre sur le theme ‘The Banker’s Art’. Il faut savoir qu'une fois consti- 
tué ce Comité, pour être créé, doit être approuvé par le Conseil de l'ICOM et 
par son assemblée générale. Le Bureau compte sur Andrew Burnett pour infor- 
mer le Bureau et assurer la représentation de la CIN au sein de ce comité avec 
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lequel, s'il est créé, nous souhaitons naturellement avoir une coopération 
étroite et si possible institutionnelle. 

Je terminerai en adressant les félicitations de la CIN à notre ancien Prési- 
dent, Georges Le Rider, élu Professeur au Collège de France en 1993 et qui a 
prononcé le 16 mars 1994 la leçon inaugurale de sa chaire intitulée ‘Histoire 
monétaire et économique de l'Orient hellénistique'. Nous ne pouvons que nous 
réjouir de voir notre discipline reconnue digne en sa personne d’être enseignée 
dans une institution aussi prestigieuse. 

J'adresse aussi nos félicitations à notre Vice-président, M. Raymond Weiller, 
élu Honorary Fellow de la Royal Numismatic Society et à notre trésorier, M. 
Leandre Villaronga qui vient de recevoir un beau volume d'Homenatje dont 
l'ampleur et la qualité reflètent celles du dédicataire. 


3. Report by the Treasurer: Accounts for 1993 and budget for 1994 


The Council received the accounts for 1993, printed in the Compte rendu 40, 
1993, pp.24-25. For the year 1994 the Treasurer presented a budget of SFr. 
31,350, which was approved by the Council. 

۸ few member institutions were in arrears with the payment of their annual 
subscription. It was agreed that the Secretary should write to those members 
which were more than two years in arrears and inform them that their mem- 
bership would cease unless they paid immediately. 


4. Membership 


The Council welcomed the accession of six new members: 
The Etruscan Foundation, U.S.A. 
Academy for Promotion and Research in Numismatics, Hyderabad 
Finnish Numismatic Society, Helsinki 
National Museums of Scotland, Edinburgh 
Fundmünzen der Schweiz der SAGW, Switzerland 
Israel Antiquities Authority, Jerusalem. 


The total membership of the commission now amounts to 141 members, from 
35 countries. 


5. The International Numismatic Newsletter 


a) The Council thanked the editors (Cécile Morrisson and Ermanno Arslan) for 
their hard work on the Newsletter (of which 2000 copies are printed and 
circulated worldwide), and acknowledged the support of the Civiche Rac- 
colte Archeologiche e Numismatiche, Milan, which pays the postage costs. 


b) It was agreed to look at the possibility of having more illustrations. 


6. The Compte rendu 


a) The Council thanked Andrew Burnett and, especially, Beverley Fryer for 
the work on the Compte rendu, and welcomed the appearance of histories of 
the collections of Lyon, Uppsala, Lausanne and Dumbarton Oaks. 

b) The Secretary reported that he had already received histories of Barcelona 
(Campo) and Mantova (Giovetti). Histories of New York and Catanzaro 
were promised by W. Metcalf and E. Arslan. 

c) It was decided to include a prominent notice giving details of the best ways 
of paying subscriptions (to avoid banking costs). 

d) For the new series on the laws concerning coin finds, etc. (see Comple rendu 
40, 1993, p.14) Peter Franke agreed to contact Professor Fiedler about 
printing his Brussels lecture and to submit a copy of the new law in Meck- 
lenburg. Kenneth Jonsson would organise for an article concerning the law 
of Treasure Trove in Sweden to be offered. It was decided to defer a report 
on the law in England and Wales until the fate of present legislative propo- 
sals was known. 

All such articles should be concise and include a clear statement of the 
present law, perhaps with a brief history ; it would be possible for an author 
to give a personal, factual view of the effectiveness of the law, provided it 
was clearly distinguished from the description of the law. 

e) The logo would be included on the 1994 edition (see item 7). 

f) The Secretary reported that he had arranged for each member to be sent 
two copies (rather than the present single copy). 

g) Further corrections and additional information would be welcomed, includ- 
ing e-mail numbers. 


7. The Logo/ Medal 


a) The President reported on the numbers of the competition held to select a 
logo and medal for the INC. Forty entries had been received from 28 artists 
in 10 countries. These had been considered at the FIDEM meeting in Buda- 
pest in April 1994 by an international jury consisting of the President, Vice- 
Presidents and Secretary of the INC, the President, Vice-Presidents and 
Secretary of FIDEM (Lars Largerqvist, Eva Olszewska-Borys, Mark Jones 
and Mariangela Johnson) and the Director of the National Gallery of Hun- 
gary (Viktoria Kovasznai). The jury had chosen the design by Natan Karp 
(Israel), and the Council agreed to award him the prize. A special mention 
was made of the two respective projects of Mr Wojziech Kala and Mr Jerzy 
Stuka. 


b) Cécile Morrisson and Ermanno Arslan will investigate with the artist the 
desirability of making some small changes to the design and the format in 
which it should be produced, and report back to the 1995 council meeting. 

c) Cécile Morrisson would arrange for the artist to make a minor change to the 
logo; this would then be used for the Compte rendu, INC stationery and all 
other relevant purposes.

Report by Dr Ute Wartenberg: 


A new volume of Coin Hoards (VIII) is expected in July or August of 1994. 
The book, which is edited by U. Wartenberg, M.J. Price, and K. McGregor, 
contains information on 604 hoards. Where available hoards are illustrated on 
over 90 plates. For the future it is envisaged that further hoard material will be 
published in the Numismatic Chronicle, to allow a swift publication of new 
material. 


c. Lexicon Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae 


Professor H.A. Cahn reported :

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d. Co-ordination of schemes to computerise numismatic data 


Kenneth Jonsson and William Metcalf reported : 


The first two issues of the Coins and Computer Newsletter (CCN) appeared in 
1993. The aim of this semi-annual newsletter is to provide information to all 
numismatists working with computers. Circulation is about 200. 

Replies continue to be filed concerning the questionnaire sent to museums, 
institutions, etc., which are likely to be using computers. Different aspects of 
this material are continuously published and evaluated in CCN. 


e. Inventaire des trésors monétaires protobyzantins 


Cécile Morrisson expressed regrets that she had made only limited progress. 


10. INC Scholarship 


Eighteen applications from ten countries had been received. Two were rejected 
since the candidates were over 30, and after due consideration of the other 
sixteen the council decided to award the 1994/95 scholarship to Helen Wang 
(London) for her study of the numismatics of Chinese Central Asia. 

There was some discussion of the regulations, and it was agreed to add a 
clause indicating that applications could be in English, French, German, Ita- 
lian or Spanish. 


11 The Berlin 1997 Congress 


Cécile Morrisson and Peter Franke reported on their meeting of the organising 
committee, which Professor Kyrieleis, President of the Deutsches Archáologi- 
sches Institut, has agreed to join. The Council approved in principle the propo- 
sal to sign a contract with CPO Hanser, and agreed that Peter Franke should 
be entrusted with the finalisation of the arrangements. 

Many other matters were discussed (sponsorship, cost, timetable, logo and 
possible themes for the congress). It was reported that a bibliography of all 
numismatic publications in German would be published on the occasion of the 


Congress. 


12. Survey of Numismatic Research 


The final instructions were being prepared, and should be sent out to contribu- 


tors in the next few weeks. 
There was discussion of who would publish the Survey.

Letters has been received from members expressing concern at the proposal to 
form another international organisation. It was agreed that Andrew Burnett 
should represent the INC at the London meeting (May 1994) to discuss poten- 
tial problems. 


14. Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici 


The Council, in conjunction with the Istituto Italiano di Numismatica, had 
approved the nomination to the Consiglio Direttivo of the following seven 
members: C. Boehringer, R.R. Holloway, A. Burnett, G. Vallet, N. Parise, A. 
Mele and E. Lo Cascio. In addition the following were ex-officio members : C. 
Morrisson (Pres. CIN), A. Stazio (Pres. I.I.N.), S. De Caro (Sopr. Arch di 
Napoli), A. Bucino Grimaldi (Dir. Museo Filangieri). 


15. Next Meeting 


The next meeting would be in May 1995 (about 13-14th) possibly in Cyprus. 


16. British Numismatic Society 


The British Numismatic Society had written asking that the next but one 
International Numismatic Congress should not be held in 2003, as the BNS was 
proposing to hold a congress in that year to mark its centenary. It was agreed 
to pass this request on to the next general assembly of the INC. 


17. Statutes of the INC 


It was agreed to review these before the 1997 congress. Issues to be looked at 
might include the power of the Council and the membership and turn-over of 
the Council. The Council would discuss the matter further at its 1995 meeting, 
and ask the membership for suggestions before the 1996 Council meeting. 


18. Vote of thanks 


The Council warmly thanked Marta Meclewska, Bogumila Haczewska and 
Jarostaw Bodzek for their help and hospitality during the Council meeting.

3DG, before 1.3.1996, enclosing: 1) a curriculum vitae, list of publications and 
detailed plan of research and travel; 2) a reference from a numismatic specia- 
list who is or will be supervising the work; 3) a recommendation from a mem- 
ber of the INC (an honorary member or the responsible official of a member 
institution, but not a member of the INC Council). The Council of the INC will 
award the scholarship at its meeting in 1996 after examining the papers with 
the help of other specialists. Applications and references may be written in 
English, French, German, Spanish or Italian.

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GABINET NUMISMATIC DE CATALUNYA* 


Although the institution of the coin-cabinet of Barcelona under its present 
name occurred as recently as 1932, the Gabinet Numismàtic de Catalunya 
(GNC), which today forms part of the Museu Nacional d'Art de Catalunya 
(MNAC), can trace its beginnings to the first half of the 19th century. Many of 
the most distinguished Catalan numismatists of the last 175 years feature in its 
history ; and it is to their endeavours that the Gabinet owes its present impor- 
tance. Thus the collections include the most comprehensive holdings of the 
coinage of Catalonia in existence and can boast many of the rarest specimens in 
this series, as well as a number of pieces which, strictly-speaking, are unique. 


The search for a permanent home 

The earliest collection in the Gabinet's possession is that of Josep Salat 
(1762-1832), author of the celebrated three-volume set of the Tratado de las 
monedas labradas en el Principado de Cataluña con instrumentos justificativos 
(Barcelona, 1818; the third volume was never published), since it was he who, 
in 1819, agreed to bequeath his cabinet of coins to the local chamber of com- 
merce, the Junta de Comerc de Barcelona, provided that the Junta bought a 
hundred copies of the Tratado. Some sixty years later, in 1881, the Junta in its 
turn deposited the Salat collection in the new Museu Provincial d'Antiguitats. 
This had been established by government authority in November 1879 and was 
then installed in the chapel of Santa Agata, immediately behind the Cathedral 
and so in the very heart of the city’s Gothic quarter. In addition to a modest 
coin-cabinet, the new museum already contained some archaeological material 
and a collection of fine arts. The extent of the Museu Provincial's numismatic 
holdings can be judged from the Catálogo del Museo Provincial de Antigúedades 
which its then Director, Antoni Elías de Molins (1850-1909), published in 1888, 
the year in which Barcelona hosted the famous Exposició Universal which so 
helped to define the culture of the Catalan capital at the end of the last cen- 
tury. This catalogue provides us with the first scholarly account of any of the

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materials which one day were to form part of the GNC's collections. In addi- 
tion to the 796 coins and 33 medals which comprised Salat's gift to the Junta 
de Comerc, the cabinet of the Museu Provincial then consisted of 818 coins and 
123 medals. It was not, however, until 1932 that either collection entered the 
GNC. 

The collection which was to become the core of the GNC was formed by 
Francesc Martorell i Peña (1822-1878). His bequest to the Ajuntament de Bar- 
celona, or city administration, in 1878 marked the start of a period of substan- 
tial growth in the collections of the future GNC. The Martorell collection itself 
comprised some 1,640 coins and 70 medals, as well as archaeological material 
and a cabinet of natural history. In addition to the objects themselves, Marto- 
rell bequeathed his library and a sum of money intended for the establishment 
of a public museum. This opened its doors in 1882 in the Parc de la Ciutadella 
(formerly the site of one of the city's fortresses) on the premises of what is 
today the Museu de Geologia. Between 1883 and 1889 the number of numisma- 
tic specimens increased to 3,124, the most notable acquisitions being the collec- 
tions of two of the most celebrated numismatists then working in Catalonia, 
Celestí Pujol i Camps (1843-1891) and Artur Pedrals i Moliné (1842-1895), both 
still known today for their scholarly contributions to the Memorial Numismá- 
tico Español (Barcelona, 1866-1880) and the Revista de Ciencias Históricas 
(Barcelona, 1880-1887). 

In 1891, the Ajuntament de Barcelona took the decision to remove the 
archaeological and numismatic sections of the Museu Martorell, with a view to 
creating a new archaeological museum on the ground floor of the Palau de 
Belles Arts, one of the buildings erected in the Parc de la Ciutadella for the 
Exposició Universal. But that plan was abandoned later the same year in 
favour of re-designating the collections as the Museu de la Historia and housing 
them in the Parc's café-restaurant. The new installations were opened to the 
public on the 11th of October 1892, as part of the city’s celebration of the 
400th anniversary of the European »discovery » of the Americas. This proved 
to be a temporary arrangement only, and three years later, in 1895, the collec- 
tions were transferred to one of the other Exposició buildings, the Palau de la 
Indústria, where the museum's numismatic holdings were exhibited in two 
large display-cases. At the start of the new century, the Ajuntament once 
again determined to relocate the museum, this time to the building which had 
once served as the Ciutadella’s arsenal. This museum, which opened on the 
26th of September 1902, was known successively as the Museu d'Arts Decora- 
tives, as the Museu d'Art i d'Arqueologia, and finally as the Museu d'Art 
Decoratiu i Arqueològic. 

From this point until 1932, the numismatic collections of the city museum 
increased in number by some 18,000 specimens. This growth was due, in part, 
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to the Francesc Esteve i Sans Bequest of 2,076 objects received in 1904 and to 
the deposit of some 3,816 items by the administration of the province of Barce- 
lona, the Diputació Provincial, as well as to a number of smaller but no less 
interesting lots. But the single most important acquisition from this period 
occurred in 1923, when the museum received the collection of 5,396 pieces 
which had been bequeathed by Ròmul Bosch i Alsina (1852-1923), a former 
mayor of Barcelona. 

In 1932, the board charged with the management of Barcelona's museums, 
the Junta de Museus de Barcelona, decided to establish the coin-cabinet as an 
institution in its own right. The post of Director of the new Gabinet Numismà- 
tic de Catalunya was offered to Josep Amorós, the holder of a professorial chair 
at the Universitat de Barcelona, then the city's only university. He brought 
forward a plan to transform the old Ciutadella coin-room into a modern centre 
for the study of numismatics, in which both the recording of coin-finds and the 
mounting of educational displays would have a high priority. But the grant of 
a substantial measure of self-government to Catalonia under the 1932 Estatut 
d'Autonomia and the decision to house the new Catalan Parlament in the 
Ciutadella meant that the GNC had to be transported across the city to the 
Palau Nacional de Montjuic, a vast edifice built for the 1929 Exposició 
Internacional. 

The short period from 1932 to 1934 saw the GNC's collections increase by a 
further 14,000 specimens. Among the most important groups of material were 
the coins found during the excavation of Ampurias (Emporion), the site of a 
Greek colony and associated Iberian settlement subsequently overlaid by both 
Roman and medieval levels of occupation. At the same time, the coin-cabinet 
of the Museu Arqueològic Provincial (the erstwhile Museu Provincial d'Anti- 
guitats) was at long last united with that belonging to the Ajuntament. And in 
1933, two major collections were acquired: that of the naturalist Manuel 
Cazurro i Ruiz (1865-1935) and that of the historian, Joaquim Botet i Sisó 
(1846-1917). The latter's collection had served as the basis of his classic study 
of the coinage of Catalonia, Les monedes catalanes. Estudi i descripció de les 
monedes carolingies, comtals, senyorials, reyals y locals pròpies de Catalunya, 
published in three volumes by the Institut d’Estudis Catalans (Barcelona, 
1908-1911), which even today serves as the first point of reference on many 
points of numismatic scholarship relating to the medieval and later coinage of 
Catalonia. 

With the outbreak of the Spanish Civil War in July 1936, arrangements were 
made to ensure the safe-keeping of the GNC. At the end of that year, the 
collections were moved first to Olot in the province of Girona; and then two 
years later to Darnius, a small community close to the border with France. 
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Notwithstanding the difficult situation in Catalonia during these years, the 
collections continued to grow. In addition to the Ermengol Casacuberta i 
Vilalta Bequest (a universal collection of some 2,538 pieces), the GNC collected 
many examples both of the currency-notes issued by the Catalan government, 
the Generalitat, and the emergency paper-tokens authorised by individual 
town-councils throughout Catalonia. It also received on deposit large numbers 
of coins from the Generalitat's Servei de Recepció i Classificació de Metalls. 

When the war ended in the Spring of 1939, the Generalitat was abolished. 
Control of the GNC thus reverted to a restored Junta de Museos, on which both 
the city and provincial administrations were represented, and the central 
government's Servicio de Recuperación del Patrimonio Artístico Nacional 
arranged for the return to Montjuic of the GNC’s collections, happily complete 
except for the disappearance of a group of 1,445 coins from the Bosch i Alsina 
Bequest. The following year, the GNC was once again transferred to the Ciuta- 
della, now no longer required as the seat of a Catalan Parlament. There it was 
given the rooms which it had previously occupied in the period up to 1932. The 
first three galleries were opened to the public in June 1945, a further five in 
1948, and the whole installation was completed in 1953, with the addition of 
another four display-galleries. Thus was finally achieved the numismatic 
museum of which Amorós had long dreamt. The displays themselves continued 
to be up-dated through the 1960s by his successor as Director of the GNC, Pere 
Vegué. From this point, the GNC was once again able to resume acquiring 
material. For example, in 1950, the GNC was able to buy the Colomines Roca 
collection of pellofes (Catalan church-tokens). A number of coin-finds were also 
purchased, including the Odena hoard of early medieval gold coins (ten man- 
cusi of Barcelona and a dinar of the mint of Ceuta) and the Puig-reig hoard of 
early modern and contemporary coins (see below p. 52). 

The changed conditions which followed the adoption of the present Spanish 
Constitution in 1978 again brought to the fore the need to find a permanent 
home for the GNC, since the restoration of a measure of home-rule to Catalonia 
and the re-establishment of a Catalan Parliament necessitated its leaving its 
rooms in the Palau de la Ciutadella in February 1980. Temporary accommoda- 
tion for the GNC's offices, library, and vault were found in the Palau de la 
Virreina on Barcelona's central Rambla. On the 17th of October 1990, the 
Catalan Parliament approved new legislation on the organisation of Catalonia's 
museums. Under this Act, the GNC became a section of the newly-created 
Museu Nacional d'Art de Catalunya, and as such will, in due course, be housed 
in an appropriate suite of rooms in a completely refurbished Palau Nacional de 
Montjuic. 

The collections of the GNC continue to grow, and now comprise some 
125,000 objects. Although, whenever possible, the institution seeks to support 
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temporary displays of numismatic material, the present installations do not 
provide a space suitable for a permanent exhibition. The principal public face 
of the GNC in the years following the transfer of the collections to the Palau de 
la Virreina has, therefore, been the extremely successful series of subscription- 
lectures which it has organised since 1988. In addition to contributions by 
members of the GNC's own curatorial staff and teachers from the Universitat 
de Barcelona, these courses have regularly included lectures either by teaching- 
officers from universities elsewhere in Spain, such as Málaga, Sevilla, Valencia, 
and Zaragoza or by research workers attached to recognised centres of numis- 
matic scholarship, such as the Museo Arqueológico Nacional, Madrid. In some 
years, the panel has also contained at least one invited lecturer from outside 
Spain; these have included specialists from France, Great Britain and Italy. 
Each set of lectures has been accompanied by the publication of a dossier of 
course-notes which is offered to participants as part of the cost of the subscrip- 
tion. As a complement to the main series of lectures, a supplementary course 
on the identification and cataloguing of ancient coins was introduced in 1990 
and is now an annual fixture in the GNC's programme of public activities. 
This, too, is a subscription series. The GNC has also been active in providing 
teaching in numismatics for the Universitat de Barcelona and, more recently, 
for the Universitat Autònoma de Barcelona (Bellaterra) and in promoting 
research seminars on aspects of the coinage of the medieval Catalan-Aragonese 
federation usually referred to as the «Crown of Aragon ». The generous sup- 
port, first of the Ajuntament de Barcelona, and now of the Patronat of the 
Museu Nacional has ensured that members of the curatorial staff of the GNC 
have been able to participate fully in academic meetings both elsewhere in 
Spain (notably the bi-annual Congreso Nacional de Numismática) and interna- 
tionally. Thus the GNC continues to act as a focus for numismatic studies in 
one of the European Union’s most dynamic regions, honouring by its deeds the 
long list of distinguished Catalan numismatists to whose generosity it owes its 
very existence. The move to the Palau Nacional de Montjuic will finally secure 
for the GNC a permanent centre for its activities which will enable it to play an 
even greater part in the cultural life not only of the city of Barcelona, but of 
the people of Catalonia as a whole. 


The Collections 

The collections of the GNC today include examples of every type of object 
normally classed under the term « numismatic »: coins, medals, paper money, 
and such coin-like or monetiform objects as pellofes and counters. In view of 
the GNC's history, the pre-eminence of items with Catalan associations is hard- 
ly surprising. The collections themselves are complemented by a specialist 
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library which not only serves an aid to understanding the GNC's holdings, but 
stands as an important research-tool in its own right. 

The collection of coins now totals more than 100,000 pieces, ranging in date 
from the 6th century BC until the present. The cabinet illustrates the principal 
stages in the development of ancient Greek coinage, and in particular the issues 
of the Western Mediterranean. Especially strongly represented (by some 1,327 
specimens) are the coinages of Rhode and Emporion, cities on the extreme 
N.E. seaboard of Hispania (in the modern Catalan province of Girona) origi- 
nally settled by Greek traders. Among the most interesting of these are coins 
which have come from hoards. They include the find made in the neapolis of 
Emporion in 1926 (IGCH 2315), which was the subject of the first of the 
studies published by the GNC after its creation in 1932: J. Amorós, D'una 
troballa de monedes emporitanes i la possible cronologia de les monedes d'Empú- 
ries, GNC Serie A, núm. 1 (Barcelona, 1933). Other finds of Emporitan and 
related issues preserved, in varying degress of completeness, at the GNC, 
include the hoards from Pont de Molins (IGCH 2313), Tarragona (IGCH 2314), 
Roses (IGCH 2318), Cheste (IGCH 2333), Les Encies (IGCH 2337), Girona 
(IGCH 2341), and Cartellà (IGCH 2343). The particular value of the GNC's 
holdings of Punic coins similarly derives from the fact that most of them are 
Peninsula finds. Among the Celtic coins, issues of Gaul predominate. 

Roman coinage is especially well represented. Republican issues comprise 
some 340 aes and more than 2,450 silver specimens. Although most of the latter 
are presumably derived from hoards, only one small group of 89 denarii (to- 
gether with a singleton of Kese) are identified as such in the GNC's records, 
albeit as from an indeterminate location in Catalonia : M. Campo, « Tesorillo de 
denarios romano-republicanos hallados en Catalunya », Saguntum. Papeles del 
Laboratorio de Arqueología de Valencia 18 (1984), 229-248. The imperial series 
totals more than 12,000 coins and includes pieces in all three coining metals. Of 
particular interest are the various classes of unofficial imitations of Roman 
coin and the substantial numbers of Roman aes issues from the 2nd and early 
3rd centuries AD. Materials from the later Empire include examples of the rare 
coinage struck at Barcino (the Roman name for Barcelona) during the short 
reign of the usurper, Maximus (409-411). 

The most remarkable of the GNC's ancient series is, however, that formed by 
coins struck in the Iberian Peninsula. In addition to the coins of the Greek 
settlements, this comprises Semitic, Iberian, Latin, and Roman «provincial » 
issues of the late Republic and early Empire. Almost all the known »mints » or 
issuing authorities are present. Not counting the issues of Rhode and Empo- 
rion, they amount to some 6,600 specimens. Of particular significance for our 
understanding of the function of these coinages (especially of those issued in N.

E. Hispania) is the substantial block of material derived from excavations 
conducted at Ampurias between 1908 and 1942 by the Junta de Museus de 
Barcelona. This comprises some 1,700 single or stray finds, for the most part of 
ancient coins of the 2nd and 1st centuries BC. The GNC's holdings of issues of 
the late Republic and early imperial period formed one of the principal points 
of reference for P. P. Ripollés's survey of the mints of Hispania in Roman 
Provincial Coinage 1 (London/Paris, 1992). 

The transition from the ancient world to medieval times is well illustrated by 
the GNC's impressive series of Visigothic gold coins, totalling some 178 speci- 
mens, of which the catalogue was published by J. Amorós and A. Mata Ber- 
ruezo in 1952 (Catálogo de las monedas visigodas del Gabinete Numismático de 
Cataluña, GNC Serie A, num 5). Compared with the relatively extensive collec- 
tion of Islamic coins from Peninsula mints, the Byzantine cabinet is numeri- 
cally modest. In the medieval series proper, most of the states of Western 
Christendom are present, with especially strong holdings recorded for those, 
such as France and the Italian states, with close connections with the Iberian 
Peninsula. Within the Peninsula, the kingdom of Castille-Leon is represented 
by some 2,680 specimens, a total which includes a strong suite of coins in the 
names of the so-called Catholic Monarchs, Ferdinand (of Aragon) and Isabella 
(of Castille). But without doubt the most significant part of the GNC's medie- 
val collection comprises Catalan coinage of the feudal period, when Catalonia 
consisted of a patchwork of separate counties, and coins issued by the « Crown 
of Aragon ». Its importance lies not merely in the size of the collection (nearly 
3,100 pieces), but for the many specimens which are either unique or of great 
rarity. 

Coins of the early modern period are present in large numbers. The collection 
is universal in scope, but once again privileges the coinage of the Iberian 
Peninsula. Issues of the « Crown of Aragon » from the start of the joint-reign of 
Joanna and the future emperor Charles V in 1516 to the War of the Spanish 
Succession (1702-1714) total 6,625 specimens. That figure includes a compre- 
hensive set of some 1,928 pieces from the period of the Catalan Revolt, also 
known as the « War of the Reapers » (1640-1652), as well as a useful cabinet of 
local issues of all periods. The trend towards concentrating coin-production in 
Castille begun under the kings of the Austrian or Habsburg dynasty is reflected 
in the GNC's collections by the increasing number of specimens struck at that 
kingdom's mints. Among the most remarkable specimens are three silver mul- 
tiples of 50-reales in the name of Philip III (1598-1621) and twelve of the same 
denomination in the name of Philip IV (1621-1665), all of the Segovia mint. 
The collection is completed by an important suite of silver reales and gold 
escudos from mints both in the Peninsula and in the Americas. 


The period of contemporary coinage opens with the French Revolution and 
(from the GNC's perspective) continues with Napoleon's invasion of Spain and 
Portugal. As in the case of the early modern coins, the scope of the ۵ 
collections is universal, with specimens from most of the states of Europe, the 
Americas, and North Africa, together with a selection of material from Asia. 
But once again, the interesting material is concentrated among the issues of 
the Iberian Peninsula. These include a notable set of 2,292 Catalan coins from 
the period of the French occupation and War of Independence (1808-1814), of 
which some are pieces of exceptional rarity. The series is completed by the 781 
gold and silver coins of the 1964 Puig-reig hoard; this comprises mostly Spa- 
nish and French issues of the 18th and 19th centuries, closing with coins dated 
1855. The find is fully listed in the catalogue which accompanied the special 
exhibition held in the Palau de la Virreina in 1982: P. Vegué, et al., El tresor de 
Puig-reig (Barcelona, 1982). 

The collection of art-medals comprises some 7,500 pieces. They range in date 
from Italian medals of the 15th century to the present. Although there are 
representative pieces from elsewhere in Europe (in particular, the Papal series) 
and from the Americas, the nucleus of the medal-cabinet is constituted by 
Spanish material, and above all by the so-called « Proclamation » medals issued 
as a declaration of loyalty on the accession of successive Spanish sovereigns. 
These total some 1,850 examples and include a high proportion of pieces made 
locally by towns in Catalonia. Also well represented are French art nouveau 
medals and plaquettes and those of the parallel modernista school in Catalonia, 
in which such artists as Eusebi Arnau (1864-1934) and Antoni Parera 
(1868-1946) featured. An exhibition of their work and that of other Catalan 
medallists of the period is among the plans currently being developed by the 
GNC. 

Other classes of material held by the GNC include banknotes, various types 
of emergency currency, tokens, and jettons, as well as credit-cards, telephone- 
cards, and related manifestations of contemporary society’s increasing depen- 
dence on «plastic ». The collection of Spanish banknotes comprises some 400 
items from the middle of the 19th century until the present. But the most 
important part of this section of the GNC's holdings is undoubtedly the collec- 
tion of some 2,500 examples of emergency currency issued during the Spanish 
Civil War by upwards of 500 different communities. These are complemented 
by the collection of Catalan pellofes and by a series of monetiform lead pieces 
from Majorca. The remaining sections of the GNC's numismatic holdings com- 
prise collections of weights and balances, decorations and insignia, and medal- 
dies. 

The research library is the essential accompaniment to all sections of the 
GNC’s collections. As in the case of those materials, the history of the library 
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goes back to the 19th century. It has thus become the most important public 
resource of its kind in Spain. The present library comprises some 6,000 diffe- 
rent items dealing with all branches of numismatics and cognate subjects; it 
includes books, journals (both Spanish and foreign), sale-catalogues, and a 
collection of off-prints. The older titles come, for the most part, from the 
Martorell i Peña and Esteve i Sans Bequests, and from the library of Manuel 
Vidal Quadras i Ramón, the last notwithstanding the Ajuntament's finally 
unsuccessful attempt in 1898 to acquire the great collector's coin-collection. 
They include such classics of Spanish numismatic scholarship and monetary 
history as Antonio Agustín's Diálogo de medallas, inscripciones y otras antigúe- 
dades originally published in 1578 at Tarragona (here in the Madrid edition of 
1744) and Alonso Carranza's El aiustamiento i proporción de las monedas de oro, 
plata i cobre i la reducción destos metales a su debida estimación (Madrid, 1629).

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THE NATIONAL NUMISMATIC COLLECTION, 
SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION 


Coins were among some of the earliest gifts to the old, venerable institution 
which sprung up on the mall in Washington as the realization of the dream of a 
noble if not somewhat eccentric English gentleman and scientist, James Smith- 
son. He bequeathed, without having ever seen or set foot on American soil, his 
entire fortune to the United States to promote ‘the increase and diffusion of 
knowledge”. In 1838, nine years after his death, the United States Government 
received almost 105,000 English gold sovereigns, or the equivalent of over half 
a million dollars at that time, for the creation of such an institution. After long 
and venturesome tribulations, the Smithsonian Institution was founded in 
1846. Its first building, the so-called « Castle », a Tudor-style red-brick build- 
ing, was built one year later on the Mall in Washington. Other buildings were 
to follow. 

In the 1880s the first larger coin exhibits were arranged in the halls of this 
museum. For the most part, until about 1914, these exhibits were of a more 
temporary character, when a sizable exhibit of about six thousand coins, 
medals and tokens was put on view in twenty-seven flat-top cases. About ten 
years later the exhibit cases from the Philadelphia Mint and about 20,000 
numismatic items were transferred to Washington. This group was to form the 
nucleus of the numismatic exhibit until 1961, when Dr Vladimir Clain-Stefa- 
nelli and Mrs Elvira Stefanelli installed the first modernized exhibit of numis- 
matic items in the halls of the Arts and Industries Building. With the comple- 
tion of the new building on Constitution Avenue the National Numismatic 
Collection moved to its present home in 1964. Changes in the general exhibit 
layouts of many of the halls on the third floor of this museum necessitated yet 
another move and a complete redesigning of the Coin Hall during 1971/72. 
There, we were able to include even a special ‘Children’s Corner’ with a panel 
depicting money scenes from fairy tales, a ‘wishing well’, and three educational 
slide shows. 

This exhibit represents only a glimpse of the numismatic treasures of our 
museum. In the recesses of the vault connected with the offices, can be found 
many other treasures which were accumulated over a period of more than a 
hundred and fifty years. 

Some might wonder who the benefactors of these treasures were. As a memo- 
rable start we should mention two English gold sovereigns, dated 1838, the 
only survivors of the original 105,000 pieces of the Smithsonian bequest. But 
mainly among the coins that came to the Smithsonian in those early years were 
coins collected by local Washington citizens for various local cultural organiza- 
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tions such as the ‘National Institution” or “John Varden's Washington 
Museum’. Coins were often mentioned in the diaries and inventories of these 
early ‘curio cabinets’. As terse and unprofessional these entries might seem 
today, they do indicate an interesting aspect of the origins of coin collecting in 
the United States in the early 1800s. So, for instance, the records of the “Natio- 
nal Institute of Washington’ (1841-1846) mention Greek and Roman coins, 
medieval pieces, American and foreign medals, and even a Russian platinum 
coin. The intellectual life was not stagnant in Washington in the 1840s. Promi- 
nent French medallists of that period, such as Jean-Jacques Barre, Chief 
Engraver of the Paris Mint, Jacques Ed. Gatteaux and Jean-Francois Lenor- 
mant, had established ties to the Washington Institute. It is amazing to note 
how stimulating the early numismatic activities were; though the collections 
barely surpassed mediocrity, the interest which collectors showed for history 
and for numismatics was enormously diversified, and expanded far beyond the 
borders of their country. 

It was only in 1948 that a professional numismatist joined the Smithsonian 
staff. Up to that period coins were regarded only as an aggregate to the histori- 
cal collections and exhibits. By the 1880s the Smithsonian coin collection had 
acquired sufficient fame to attract important donations. One such was a pre- 
sentation, in 1886, by Mrs Julia Dent Grant, the widow of the President 
Ulysses S. Grant, of early Japanese gold coins, which had been a gift presented 
by the Japanese government to the President. Barely one decade later, a world 
famous collection of Far Eastern pieces joined the other Oriental group: in 
1897, George Bunker Glover bequeathed over 2,000 coins of China, Japan, 
Korea, Siam and Annam ; this collection was described in a three-volume study 
by Sir James Haldane Stewart Lockhart. 

And then, on June 13, 1923, ‘23 cases containing the numismatic collection 
of the Mint’ were transferred to the National Museum of the Smithsonian. 
Under the aegis of Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury, a total of 
18,324 coins, tokens and medals from the Mint at Philadelphia were moved to 
Washington. And indeed, this collection, exhibited up to 1961 in the Arts and 
Industries Building, in cases manufactured by the Mint, was viewed by hun- 
dreds of millions of people. The number of visitors to any of the Smithsonian 
buildings would often exceed many thousands in one day. 

The wealth and breadth of this Mint collection can hardly be described : its 
perimeter is world-wide ; its fame is based on several unique and extremely 
rare United States pieces. Equally impressive are some ancient Roman, Byzan- 
tine, European and Latin American rarities. 

As result of private and government intervention numismatics was given an 
official recognition and, in 1948, the Division of Numismatics was formally 
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established at the Smithsonian with a curator of its own. Stuart Mosher, the 
editor of the Numismatist, held this position from 1948 to his death in the 
spring of 1956. The highlight of his tenure was the addition of the Paul A. 
Straub collection of 1,793 gold and 3,855 silver coins of modern Europe, an 
excellent selection of rare and interesting coins. Among the coins of Paul A. 
Straub can be mentioned the series of 50 multiple talers of the German princi- 
pality of Brunswick, the ponderous gold 50-zecchini piece of Doge Paolo 
Renier of Venice, the 25-ducat piece of the Transylvanian prince Michael 
Apafi, and a large group of rare and interesting talers of the German Baroque 
period. 

The year 1956 brought a new curator of numismatics to the Smithsonian : Dr 
Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli joined the staff of the Smithsonian Institution in 
September 1956. He was the Division, he had no other assistant or helper, and 
he had to share the secretary and a typewriter with two other divisions. One 
year later, in October 1957, the Division had two curators, as I had joined the 
staff, but still there was no secretary or typewriter. 

We entered the magic world of the Smithsonian, a huge scholarly organiza- 
tion, where numismatics had to compete for its place with many other divi- 
sions. Very few in the administration of our institution seemed to understand 
numismatics, its history, its world-wide implications, its scope, nor could they 
comprehend our dreams for the collections. But we found great support in Dr 
Leonard Carmichael, the seventh Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, its 
highest official, who was always ready to help us. 

The first years of our activities at the Smithsonian will always remain in my 
memory as the golden years, filled with hard work and with immense excite- 
ment. When Dr V. Clain-Stefanelli took over the Division in 1956 the collec- 
tion numbered a little over 64,000 items, by the time he died in 1982, the 
number was close to 900,000 pieces. It is difficult to realize how large and 
uninterrupted the flow of numismatic material was during the last thirty-seven 
years. Every section of numismatics: ancient, foreign, American, coins, 
medals, paper monies, grew extensively. New sections such as the Oriental and 
Islamic coins, European decorations, paper monies of the world and financial 
documents, rose from insignificant beginnings into sizable collections. Today, 
for instance, the Oriental section with over 14,000 item, can be numbered 
among important collections of this kind. 

This steady increase was realized almost exclusively through private dona- 
tions. In principle, the Smithsonian does not dispose of open funds for pur- 
chases ; we were allowed to buy only a few items needed for special exhibits. In 
the last decade or so, there have been sometimes special funds available for 
exceptional purchases, but there we have little chance to succeed since we have 
to compete for funds with many other museums or sections of our institution. 
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As a good omen we started in 1959 with a collection of world coins of more 
than 21,000 pieces donated by Mrs Catherine Bullowa from Philadelphia, follow- 
ed by Mrs Olga Raymond, the widow of Wayte Raymond, and Mrs Helen L. 
Boyd, the widow of F.C.C. Boyd, all numismatists of fame in this country. 

While various collectors contributed their share, a steady flow of gifts of the 
most versatile character, including untold rarities in every imaginable field of 
numismatics was donated by the members of a numismatic firm in New York, 
the Stack family. The brothers Joseph B. and Morton Stack started in 1958 a 
tradition which has been continued up to this day by their sons, Ben, Norman 
and Harvey, and their grandson Lawrence. Over the years more than 800 
deeds of gifts were signed over to our collections, amounting to over 65,000 
items, a sizable collection in itself. There is no section of numismatics where we 
cannot find exceptional additions from the Stack family. As examples we can 
cite: the exquisite British ‘Dominion of the Sea’ gold medal, an important 
collection of Indian gold mohurs, sketches and designs as well as log books of 
American coin engravers, Greek colonial bronze coins, medieval bracteates, 
American colonial and state banknotes, financial documents, etc. This random 
listing gives us only a cursory glimpse of a wealth and variety which time and 
space do not allow us to describe. 

One patron in those early years of our collecting activities was Mr Fredrick 
W. MacKay, the owner of a rich and colourful collection of grand crosses of 
orders of knighthood, such as the ‘Most Noble Order of the Garter”, the Order 
of the Golden Fleece, the collar of the Order of the ‘Annunziata’, in addition to 
many pieces owned and worn by famous personages of the twentieth century. 

I mentioned before that our collecting activities brought us in touch with 
many extraordinary people. Among some of the most memorable were the 
visits of the Honourable R. Henry Norweb and of his wife, Mrs Emery May 
Norweb, a numismatic scholar in her own rights, who helped us with one of the 
most important units in our exhibit hall, the one devoted to the earliest coi- 
nages of the United States. They gave us on loan some of the rarest and the 
most perfectly preserved specimens of that period. In December 1982, Mrs 
Emery May Norweb transformed this loan into a permanent gift, which she 
dedicated to the memory of Dr V. Clain-Stefanelli. 

During the late 1960s Dr V. Clain-Stefanelli met another fascinating person, 
Mr Mortimer Neinken, a New York industrialist and philanthropist. There is 
barely any numismatic section in our collections, from ancient Greek, Roman 
and Judaean coins to European paper monies, especially world emergency 
issues, that Mr Neinken did not leave a significant mark on. Among the many 
donations received from Mr Neinken I must mention at least a silver medal 
from c.1632 portraying Lord Cecil Baltimore and his wife Lady Arundel, as 
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well as a receipt for a bond of one million dollars, signed in 1782 by David 
Rittenhouse. 

In the late 1950s a new and very generous donor joined the group of our 
supporters: Mr Willis H. duPont, the scion of one of our nation's leading 
families. There were 9,015 silver and copper coins and early silver ingots, the 
371 gold and 64 platinum coins, and the 1,740 silver and 33 gold and platinum 
medals belonging originally to the Grand Duke Georgii Mikhailovitch, a Roma- 
noff Prince, a cousin of the last Czar Nicholas II. Among the uncounted rarities 
of this group are a series of early 13th to 15th century silver ingots or grivnas 
from Novgorod, Kiev and Chernigov, three, six and twelve ruble platinum 
coins, followed by many other exceedingly rare patterns as well as regular 
issues. 

During the 1960s and 1970s our paper money collections grew considerably 
from small nuclei of colonial and state banknotes of the early 19th century to 
large and systematically developed sections of foreign and United States paper 
notes. Mr Joseph Stack helped us acquire the oldest banknote in the western 
world. From Sweden he purchased for us a 25 silver daler Swedish certificate of 
credit issued in 1666 by the Stockholm Bank. 

But the most significant increase in the paper money collections happened in 
the United States series. A remarkable number of colonial notes were donated 
by the Stack family. The Confederate group grew through transfers from the 
Library of Congress, and especially through gifts from Mr Philip Chase, a well- 
known researcher and collector of this field. 

The overwhelming addition of over 300,000 certified proofs for the printing 
of United States national banknotes, gold certificates, Treasury certificates, 
legal tender notes and many other types came in the form of yearly transfers 
over a period of nine years from the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 

In 1978 another very important addition of federal issues came from the 
Department of the Treasury. Among the 808 notes, with a total ‘face value’ of 
over half a million dollars, were many rare early issues of the 1860s, as well as 
four 100,000 dollar notes of the 1934 gold certificate series. 

Certainly unusual is also a gift of Mr Alfred Bloomingdale of New York, who 
donated to our collection a series of fifty-eight cartoons referring to the first 
charge plates used by the Diners Club. 

The year 1968 was one of the most memorable ones in the history of our 
collections. Two years earlier, one of the most outstanding collectors of our 
times, Josiah K. Lilly, Jr., a third generation chief executive of the Eli Lilly 
Pharmaceutical Company, had died in Indianapolis. Within a sixteen-year 
period Mr Lilly had assembled a large collection of gold coins; he concentrated 
on gold which he considered as the noblest and most attractive metal. The 
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number his collection comprised is, in itself, extraordinary, amounting to 6,115 
pieces. But even more significant is the historical and educational scope of his 
collection. The most significant part of it consists of a virtually complete Uni- 
ted States gold coin collection, numbering 1,227 pieces, among which 153 are 
pioneer and territorial issues. The second place belongs to a Latin American 
collection of 1,236 pieces. The European section numbers 3,227 coins, among 
them many rarities, especially in the Holy Roman empire and Danish series. 
The overseas, Africa, Asia and the Far East are fairly well represented. As a 
last group I would list the ancient Greek, Roman and Byzantine series with 
115 items. This group was still being developed when an unexpected death cut 
short Mr Lilly’s collecting and research activities. To list the rarities of this 
collection would by far exceed the scope of this paper. 

In the 1970s another exceptional name collection was donated to the Smith- 
sonian : the Chase Manhattan Bank collection, originally acquired by the bank 
in the 1920s from Farran Zerbe, a well-known collector. In acknowledging this 
donation in 1978, Dr S. Dillon Ripley, then the Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, expressed his gratitude to Mr David Rockefeller and the Chase 
Manhattan Bank by saying that: ‘This gift to the American people represents 
a national treasure which could not be assembled today”. 

In the first place should be mentioned the large variety of rare and seldom 
seen premonetary and primitive currencies, which tripled our own holdings. 
The western civilizations are well represented in the Chase Manhattan collec- 
tion through a limited but select group of ancient Greek, Roman, Byzantine, 
medieval and modern coins reaching up to our own period. The United States 
group contains fine and rare specimens of colonial coins, early federal gold 
issues, and a fine selection of trial and pattern pieces. Fascinating items can be 
found in the 'monies of the depression period”: wooden nickels and leather 
money show man's ingenuity in times of stress. In March 1933 citizens in the 
California town of Pismo Beach said: ‘well, we can always use clam shells for 
money until banks open”, and they did indeed use shells for fifty-cents and one 
doilar values. 

From the seed planted in the 1840s when some saw the significance of a 
national museum which would increase and diffuse knowledge, the Smithso- 
nian holdings grew slowly and with them also the numismatic collections. Since 
the 1950s this rhythm has accelerated, and an astounding and continuous flow 
of unbelievable treasures have been added to practically every single section of 
the collections. It was due in part to Dr Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli's conscious 
desire to fill gaps in every field, as well as to his vigilant attention to finding 
interesting collections or exceptional single items. With the help of a group of 
generous donors our collecting activities have never reached a stagnation 
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point. Under Dr Stefanelli's leadership the collections grew from over sixty- 
four thousand to close to nine hundred thousand within twenty-six years. He 
secured for this collection a place among the world's largest and most respected 
numismatic cabinets. 

This pace has slowed down somewhat since 1982, the year of Dr Stefanelli's 
passing, but with the help of generous donors the collections, especially the 
United States section, are continuing to steadily increase. 

From the clam shells of Pismo Beach of the depression days of 1933 to the 
irregularly shaped electrum half-stater of Ionia of about 650 B.C., one of man's 
first attempts at coinage, to the 100,000 dollar note of 1934, or to the Charon's 
obol in gold of the fourth century A.D., they are all varied forms of money that 
was produced by the most diversified civilisations over a period of two-and- 
a-half millennia. They all can be found in the Smithsonian's National Numis- 
matic Collection, devoted to the history of the human race expressed in one of 
its most intriguing inventions: money.

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IL MEDAGLIERE DELLA CITTA' DI ۸۵ 


Il Medagliere della città di Mantova è in gran parte conservato nei magazzini 
di Palazzo Ducale e in parte collocato ed esposto in Palazzo Te, sede dei Musei 
Civici. Solo una piccola sezione della Raccolta Numismatica è quindi nota e 
visibile al pubblico. 

Assai complessa è la ricostruzione della formazione delle Raccolte numisma- 
tiche mantovane : è noto che i Gonzaga, che dominarono la città per quattro 
secoli, furono attenti e appassionati collezionisti di monete e di medaglie; è 
anche certo che nel 1775, quando ad opera di Maria Teresa fu eretto il Museo 
Imperiale della città, esisteva il Gabinetto Numismatico. Ma questi nuclei 
andarono forse totalmente dispersi. 

La formazione dell’attuale Medagliere va sicuramente inquadrata in un 
periodo di particolari trasformazioni sociali che portarono alla creazione dei 
Musei Civici, luoghi in cui raccogliere le testimonianze della storia locale: il 
Museo Patrio di Mantova sorse nel 1852 nel Palazzo Accademico. Dalle rela- 
zioni pubblicate dai due direttori, Carlo D'Arco e Attilio Portioli (quest’ultimo 
anche studioso di numismatica gonzaghesca), possiamo ricostruire le diverse 
fasi che portarono alla composizione del Medagliere Comunale che ‘originò e si 
accrebbe per la spontanea elargizione e per quell’unanime consentimento di molti, 
che vale a prova chiarissima come nell’anima dei cittadini mai sii spento il senso 
lodevole d’affetto al paese’. Il nucleo inziale del Medagliere è infatti costituito da 
donazioni di privati cittadini, più o meno consistenti e composte da materiale 
di vario genere e di diverse epoche. Il Municipio incrementò la Raccolta numis- 
matica procedendo nella campagna di acquisti, seppur contenuta, mentre per- 
venivano al Museo le monete rinvenute in contesti archeologici. Nel corso 
dell’ Ottocento furono pubblicate le relazioni sul materiale raccolto nel Museo e 
furono redatti alcuni cataloghi manoscritti del Medagliere, attualmente conser- 
vati presso la Biblioteca Comunale e la Soprintendenza per i Beni Artistici e 
Storici. 

Nel 1915, in seguito ad una Convenzione stipulata tra lo Stato e il Comune, 
le raccolte di proprietà comunale, e quindi anche il Medagliere, furono trasfe- 
rite dalla sede del Museo Patrio a Palazzo Ducale. Il 22 maggio 1925, in occa- 
sione della visita ufficiale a Mantova del re Vittorio Emanuele III, venne inau- 
gurato il Museo Numismatico, riordinato e sistemato dal Conte Alessandro 
Magnaguti, raffinato collezionista e infaticabile studioso; il materiale venne 
esposto in tre sale dell'Appartamento di Guastalla nella reggia gonzaghesca. 
Intorno agli anni '50, in seguito alla campagna di restauri avviata in Palazzo 
Ducale, il Medagliere venne collocato nei magazzini e non fu piü esposto. 

I| restauro di Palazzo Te venne promosso, negli anni '70, proprio con 
l'intento di creare una sede idonea alla ricostituzione dei Musei Civici e per il 
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recupero delle Collezioni Comunali non visibili al pubblico. Vennero cosi trasfe- 
rite nella nuova e prestigiosa sede alcuni nuclei numismatici ; nel 1983 e stata 
realizzata la Raccolta Egizia di Giuseppe Acerbi, che accoglie un piccolo nucleo 
di monete alessandrine. Nel 1985 ۵ stata aperta la Sezione Gonzaghesca di 
monete, medaglie, pesi e misure mantovane nell'etá dei Gonzaga, di cui e stato 
realizzato il catalogo nel 1987. Il nucleo dei conii e dei punzoni (circa 600 pezzi, 
appartenenti al periodo compreso tra il XV e il XIX secolo) che andrá a com- 
pletare l'esposizione, è attualmente in corso di studio e di pubblicazione. 

In mancanza di un inventario generale della Raccolta, non siamo ancora in 
grado di definire con precisione la quantità e la composizione dell'intero Meda- 
gliere; ma secondo una stima approssimativa gli esemplari dovrebbero essere 
complessivamente circa 12000. Il nucleo proveniente dal Museo ottocentesco è 
formato da circa 6000 esemplari, di cui oltre 2000 appartengono al periodo 
classico (monete greche, romane repubblicane e imperiali e bizantine, oggetto 
di schede scientifiche); dalla sezione settecentesca e ottocentesca di monete e 
medaglie, costituita da oltre 2000 pezzi ; dalla collezione di epoca gonzaghesca, 
già pubblicata e trasferita, come precedentemente detto, in Palazzo Te. 

Un secondo nucleo, di provenienza incerta, é composto da circa 6000 esem- 
plari appartenenti a epoche diverse ; di questa raccolta non é nota la composi- 
zione, poiché non è stato ancora realizzato l'inventario. 

A questi nuclei va aggiunto il materiale proveniente dagli scavi archeologici 
più recenti, depositato presso il Nucleo Operativo Archeologico di Mantova.

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LES PRINCIPALES COLLECTIONS PUBLIQUES 
DE MONNAIES GRECQUES 


Toute étude d'un monnayage spécifique en numismatique grecque nécessite de 
s'adresser à un grand nombre d'institutions en vue d'obtenir des moulages, des 
photographies ou... une invitation á venir travailler sur place quand les séries 
concernées se révèlent décidément trop abondantes. Aussi n'est-il pas mauvais, 
sans doute, de savoir à quoi s’en tenir en ayant une idée de l’importance rela- 
tive des principales collections publiques de monnaies grecques de par le 
monde. 

S'étant fixé cet objectif, il faut immédiatement l’assortir de plusieurs mises 
en garde. Primo, il ne s'agit en aucun cas d'inciter à une quelconque compéti- 
tion entre institutions différentes qui ont chacune leur histoire et leurs richesses 
propres. Secundo, il est bien clair que les résultats présentés ci-dessous sont le 
produit d'un étalonnage et d’un système d’estimation qui se veulent équitables 
mais ne le sont certainement pas entièrement et peuvent, par endroits, prêter à 
des déformations plus importantes. L'origine géographique du monnayage étu- 
dié influe fortement sur les classements et un musée local peut se révéler plus 
riche pour certaines séries Ou un grand cabinet des médailles. Enfin, les 46 
institutions considérées systématiquement dans cette étude ont certes été 
sélectionnées en fonction de leur importance. Il ne faudrait pas croire pour 
autant qu'elles concentrent toujours l'essentiel du matériel existant. D'autres 
institutions, à l'occasion, et surtout les collectionneurs privés détiennent par- 
fois ou souvent un matériel plus considérable encore. Pour les séries d'or et 
d'argent, en tout cas, le dépouillement des catalogues de ventes permet trés 
réguliérement de réunir un nombre d'exemplaires supérieur à ceux conservés 
dans les musées'. 

La méthode adoptée est assez simple. Elle a consisté à compter, pour ce qui 
apparaissait comme les plus grandes collections publiques de monnaies grec- 
ques, le nombre d'exemplaires relatifs à une série de monnayages. En pratique, 
les calculs ont porté sur 46 institutions et 13 monnayages. Ces 13 monnayages 
ont été choisis avec un souci de diversification géographique. Ainsi, 5 appar- 
tiennent à la Grande-Gréce (1 à l'Italie et 4 à la Sicile), 4 à la Gréce continen- 
tale et 4 à l'Asie Mineure. Le souci est louable mais il est probable que le but 
n'ait pas été entièrement rencontré. Avec ses 4 monnayages, la Sicile — et, par- 
tant, les musées siciliens — apparaîtra de la sorte comme légèrement privilégiée.

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C'est que, pour pouvoir être accompli, le travail de comptage a porté sur des 
monnayages qui ont non seulement fait l'objet d'une étude détaillée à la faveur 
de monographies d'ateliers mais dont, en outre, un index de la monographie 
récapitule les provenances par institutions. Peu de monographies répondent à 
ce dernier critère. Cela étant, la plupart des 13 monnayages comptabilisés sont 
des monnayages abondants pour lesquels les plus grands cabinets possèdent 
souvent plus de 100 exemplaires. Seules quelques études concernent des mon- 
nayages moins fournis, à savoir les monnaies de Hiéronymos de Syracuse, celles 
d'Amphipolis ou celles à l'effigie de Philétaire. C'est heureux car cela permet de 
considérer l’aspect quantitatif de ces grandes collections publiques sans trop se 
soucier pour le moment d’un aspect plus qualitatif lié aux monnayages rares et 
de prestige, qui sera traité plus loin.

Les institutions ont été classées dans l’ordre alphabétique des villes auxquelles 
elles appartiennent. Les richesses de l'Ermitage sont donc à chercher à la rubri- 
que Saint-Pétersbourg. 

Les résultats de ces comptages sont repris sous forme de tableau à l’Annexe 
1. Les points d'interrogation qui parsèment ce tableau indiquent que les mono- 
graphies consultées sont silencieuses sur l’état des collections de ces cabinets. 
Soit que ceux-ci, comme c'est probablement la réalité dans de nombreux cas, 
ne possedent aucun exemplaire du monnayage concerné, soit que l'auteur du 
travail n'ait pas cherché ou obtenu de réponse de la part de ces institutions. Ce 
dernier élément introduit un facteur qui désavantage probablement les cabi- 
nets des médailles de taille plus restreinte. 

Tels qu'ils figurent dans l'Annexe 1, les chiffres donnent à voir de très 
grandes disparités. Certaines lignes du tableau, relatives à des institutions 
majeures, captent immédiatement le regard: Berlin, Cambridge, Copenhague, 
Londres, Munich, New York, Oxford, Paris et Vienne. D'autres frappent par la 
diversité des résultats: Athénes, Naples, Palerme et Syracuse possédent, de 
fait, des collections parmi les premiéres au monde pour les monnayages autoch- 
tones sans que cette trés grande richesse ne caractérise pour autant l'ensemble 
des séries monétaires grecques. 

Il a paru intéressant de confronter ces résultats au travers d'une grille uni- 
que d'évaluation. Le fait méme d'utiliser une grille d'évaluation, osons-nous 
espérer, ne doit pas amener à se méprendre sur la finalité de l'étude. Celle-ci 
entend fournir une idée sur l'ampleur des grandes collections publiques de 
monnaies grecques ; répétons qu'elle ne vise aucunement à mettre ces institu- 
tions en compétition. La grille d'évaluation retenue attribue pour chaque mon- 
nayage de 1 à 20 points en fonction du rang obtenu par chaque institution : le 
cabinet des médailles le plus fourni dans une série obtient 20 points, le suivant 
19 et ainsi de suite jusqu'à 1 point pour l'institution occupant le 20ème rang. 
Passé le 20éme rang, aucun point n'est plus attribué. 

Cette maniére de faire présente, croit-on, l'avantage de récompenser la régu- 
larité tout en ne négligeant pas les richesses des musées dont les points forts 
concernent d'abord les monnayages locaux. Bien sür, exprimés de la sorte, les 
résultats qui suivent gomment fortement l'importance de la différence qui peut 
exister en nombres d'exemplaires dans l'absolu entre ces différents cabinets des 


médailles. 
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L'Annexe 2 donne le détail des résultats. Ceux-ci permettent d'obtenir, au 


total pour les 30 premiers classés, l’ordre suivant:

Empressons-nous d'écrire que ce classement vaut surtout pour la premiere 
moitié de la liste. En effet, comme toujours avec les statistiques, les résultats 
sont d'autant moins signifiants qu'ils reposent sur de petits nombres. La 
seconde partie de la liste ne surmonte pas toujours cet obstacle. Elle donne 
certes une idée mais l'on se garderait bien de prendre son ordre au pied de la 
lettre. 

On constate, sans surprise, que les cabinets de Berlin, Londres, Paris et New 
York viennent avant tous les autres. Il paraît même falloir acter, que l’on se fie 
à ce résultat global ou que l’on se reporte aux détails des données, une légère 
primauté de Berlin et Londres sur Paris et New York. On notera également 
que l'éventail des résultats obtenus par l'American Numismatic Society de New 
York est plus large (de 20 à 13 = de la 1ère à la 8ème place) que celui de la 
Bibliothèque Nationale de Paris (de 19 à 14 = de la 2ème à la 7ème place). On 
ajoutera à ce sujet que, de manière assez remarquable, les collections du British 
Museum figurent à chaque fois parmi les 4 plus grandes (de 20 à 17 = de la 
16۳6 à la 4ème place). Quant à Berlin, qui vient en tête et possède dans 6 cas 
sur 13 le matériel le plus abondant, il vaut la peine de rappeler que cette 
extraordinaire richesse provient essentiellement de 4 collections privées 
acquises par l'Etat allemand entre 1873 et 1906 (Fox/1873, Prokesch- 
Osten/1875, Imhoof-Blumer/1900 et Lóbbecke/1906) et que les acquisitions de 
ce cabinet ont virtuellement été suspendues depuis 1940. On précisera aussi 
que la force du Cabinet de l'American Numismatic Society réside surtout dans 
ses séries royales hellénistiques, léguées par E. T. Newell. 
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Cela étant, on trouve le Fitzwilliam Museum de Cambridge au 5ème rang et 
même assez sensiblement, ce qui pourra étonner certains, devant Oxford, 
Vienne, Copenhague et Munich qui, tous quatre, se tiennent de près". On a 
donc, venant en premier par ordre d'importance, neuf grands cabinets des 
médailles réunis en deux groupes de quatre que sépare le Fitzwilliam Museum. 

Derriére ces neuf institutions majeures, on trouve le cabinet des médailles de 
Leyde qui témoigne d'une trés grande régularité de résultats (11 résultats sur 
13 entre la 11éme et la 14éme place — 10 et 7). En réalité, il est possible ou 
probable que le musée de l'Ermitage à Saint-Pétersbourg vienne juste avant, 
compte tenu du fait que le matériel de ce musée n'a pas été repris pour 2 des 13 
études en question. Viennent ensuite trois cabinets des médailles dont les col- 
lections sont d'importance variable: essentielle pour les monnayages locaux, 
moindre pour les frappes réalisées dans d'autres régions. Les musées de Naples 
et de Syracuse sont pauvres en-dehors des monnayages de Grande-Grèce. Pour 
le Musée Numismatique d'Athènes, c'est l'inverse: aucun point pour les mon- 
nayages de Grande-Gréce. Enfin, avec 77 points, la Bibliothéque Royale de 
Bruxelles clôt la liste de ce petit groupe commencé avec celui de Leyde (10ème 
position et 114 points). 

On a dit ce qu'il fallait penser de la seconde partie de la liste. Ainsi, le 
résultat de Washington repose entiérement sur une seule des douze études (1 
sur 12 et 13 points). Inversement, des cabinets ne figurent pas dans ce classe- 
ment en dépit de leur belle (mais insuffisante) régularité: Bále (7 sur 13 et 8 
points), Florence (7 sur 13 et 2 point), Francfort (9 sur 13 et 8 points), Milan (8 
sur 13 et 10 points), Tübingen (7 sur 13 et 2 point) ou Zurich (7 sur 13 et 0 
point). 

Ce qui a été vu jusqu'ici concerne d'abord l'aspect quantitatif des grandes 
collections publiques de monnaies grecques. Il a paru utile d'ajouter un volet 
qualitatif à cette enquéte en se concentrant sur des monnayages rares et dont 
les exemplaires atteignent de trés hauts prix dans les ventes publiques. Cinq 
monnayages ont été retenus à cette fin dont voici les abréviations et les

Ici encore, la volonté a été de diversifier les monnayages d'un point de vue 
géographique, quoique trois sur cinq proviennent de Grèce continentale. Etant 
donné la petitesse des nombres d'exemplaires dont il est question, on a ici 
appliqué une grille d'évaluation qui attribue de 10 à 1 points en fonction du 
rang obtenu. Les annexes 3 et 4 fournissent le détail des résultats, dans l'absolu 
d'abord (Annexe 3), passés au crible de la grille d'évaluation ensuite (Annexe 
4). 

Si bien que l’on obtient, pour ces monnayages précieux, l’ordre relatif sui- 
vant, restreint aux 12 mieux classés :

Ce classement, davantage qualitatif, offre, assez normalement, de fortes simili- 
tudes avec le précédent”. Ce sont les mêmes quatre grandes institutions qui 
arrivent en tête et dans le même ordre si ce n'est la petite inversion opérée 
entre Paris et Londres. Cambridge n'est pas loin (6ème place) et à nouveau 
devant Munich, Vienne, Oxford et Copenhague. 

L'intérêt de ce second volet est de mettre le doigt sur les collections qui 
conservent des exemplaires prestigieux dans une proportion supérieure à leur 
taille. Trois institutions se distinguent particulièrement sous ce rapport: le 


3 En réalité, on aurait pu ajouter à ces 3 monnayages ceux de Hiéronymos de Syracuse et 
d'Amphipolis, précieux également, qui ont déjà été examinés au tableau précédent. On en 
aurait tiré, grosso modo, les mêmes enseignements. 


Museum of Fine Arts de Boston, la Bibliothèque Royale de Bruxelles et la Fon- 
dation Calouste Gulbenkian de Lisbonne. Par trois fois, faut-il s’en étonner, 
cette situation est liée à l’acquisition de collections privées exceptionnellement 
fastueuses même si aucune ne dépasse les 2.500 pièces. Pour Boston, ce sont la 
collection Edward P. Warren et les dons de Theodora Wilbour*; pour Bru- 
xelles, ce sont les collections Lucien de Hirsch? et Albéric du Chastel; enfin, 
pour Lisbonne, le donateur est aussi le créateur du musée qui porte son nom : 
Calouste Gulbenkian®. 

On voit par là toute l'importance, déjà soulignée à propos du cabinet de 
Berlin, qu'ont pu jouer quelques individus, particulièrement fortunés, dans la 
constitution de collections aujourd’hui devenues publiques.
